REPORT. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 

The information dealt with in the following Report was collected in the usual 
manner, and, so far as changes in the law and modification of legal procedure permit, 
has been classified so that it may he in accord with that contained in previous reports 
upon the same subject. Care has been taken when arranging the various tables and 
statements that they may, as far as possible, be easily comparable with similar Statistics 
published for the other divisions of the United Kingdom. 

The Report is, as on former occasions, divided into two principal sections— that 
relating to the Criminal, and that dealing with the Judicial, Statistics. Each of these 
portions has been again sub-divided so as to allow of the more important items being 
referred to in detail. 

A general review of the tables contained in the Appendix points to the following 
■conclusions : — 

1 That there has been a slight increase in the total number of Criminal offences in 
Ireland in 1890 as compared with 1889. 

2. That the improvement as regards the more serious offences (those not determined 

summarily), noted in the Reports for each year since 188 ‘2 with the exception 
of 1886, continued through last year, the number of those cases showing a 
decrease of 9 per cent, as compared with that for 1889, and being both 
absolutely and in proportion to the estimated population lower than the number 
for any of the ten years 1880-89, and much below the average for that period. 

3. That the less serious offences (those determined summarily) are somewhat in 

excess of the number for the preceding year, and in proportion to the population 
are considerably above the average for the ten years 1880-89, and that this 
result is due to a large increase in the number of cases coming under the 
head of “ Drunkenness and Drunk and Disorderly.” 

4. That, compared with those for the preceding year, the judicial returns show an 

increase in some departments and a decrease in others, but do not present 
any important variations.

CHAPTER I.— STATISTICS OF CRIME. 

Increase and Decrease of Criminal Offences. — The Criminal offences and charges of 
all kinds in Ireland, except those determined' under the Criminal Law and Procedure 
(Ireland) Act, 1887, which are separately deal b with at page 24, are given in the 
following Table for the year 1890, as compared with the number for each year of the 
preceding decennium. 

As regards charges determined summarily the figures indicate the number of persons 
proceeded against, including those cases in which the charges were dismissed. In the 
case of Indictable Offences the figures represent the number of crimes committed.

From these statements it appears that, excluding the charges determined under the 
Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887 (under which 531 persons were 
proceeded against), the total number of criminal offences and charges during the year 
1890 was 240,969, or 5i4'0 per 10,000 of the estimated population, against 238,887, or 
505'0 per 10,000 of the population in 1889, and an average of 232,322, or 468‘5 per 
10,000 of the estimated mean population, for the ten years 1880-89, showing an increase 
of 2,0S2 in number, and an increase of 9'0 in the rate per 10,000 persons when 
compared with the figures for 1889, and an increase of 8,647 in number, and 
©f 45 -5 per 10,000 persons as compared with the average for the ten years. Offences 
not disposed of summarily, constituting the more serious- group of crimes, are less 
numerous than in any of the ten years preceding, and the absolute number (5,289) of 
these offences and their ratio to the estimated population ( 1 1 '3 per 10,000) are much 
below the corresponding averages, for those years. On the other hand, the charges 
summarily disposed of exhibit a small -increase on the number for 1889, (which was 
•slightly over that for 1888 and considerably in excess of the number for 1887), and, 
allowing for the estimated decrease of population, show a relative increase of about 11 
per cent, when compared with the average for the ten years 18S0-89. 

General Distribution of Criminal Offences . — The statement on page 18 shows the 
distribution' of criminal offences in Ireland by Provinces, Counties, and . large Town tion of 
Districts, such as the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, the City of Belfast, &c. crime. 

From that statement it appears that the 240,969 criminal offences in Ireland in 1890 
were distributed as follows throughout the four Provinces : 

Leinster, 93,337, or at the rate of 780'4 per 10,000 of the population in 1891 ; Munster, 
58,041, or at the rate of 496'5 per 10,000 ; Ulster, 63,867, or 394’7 per 10,000; and 
Connaught, 25,724, or 355'8 per 10,000, Compared with the year 1889, there has been 
a decrease of criminal cases in Leinster to the extent of 2,078, or 2-2 per cent. ; an 
'increase of 3,366, or 6'2 per cent., in Munster; an increase of 1,419 or 2'3 per cent., in 
Ulster ; and d decrease of 625, or 2-4 per cent., in Connaught. The more serious cases 
(those not determined summarily) have decreased 15 ‘7 per cent, in Leinster (there having 
been a marked decrease in the num^pr in the Metropolitan Police District) ; increased 
slightly in Munster and Ulster ; and decreased slightly in Connaught. The less serious 
offences (those determined summarily) also, have decreased in Leinster and Connaught, 
and increased in Munster and Ulster, the increase in Munster being equal to 6 '2 per 
«ent. of the number for 1889. With reference to the' very high rate for the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police District, it is right to state that the excess is, in great part, due to 
the fact that the numbers for that district include a large proportion of eases which 
may be regarded rather as civil transgressions than as criminal offences. Thus, 
of the 60,805 offences and charges in the district, 13,331 were “offences against Local 
Acts and Borough By-Laws”; 3,098 were “offences against Public Health Acts”;

in the district, while, in the remainder of the country, from whatever cause, such cases S[at{stica of 
form but 9 per cent, of the total number of charges.

referred to in Dublin is also shown by the fact that 61 per cent, of the number for the Distribu . 
whole country occurred there, although the inhabitants of the district constitute but tion of 
8 per cent, of the total population. 

As regards the high rates for the Cities of Limerick and Waterford, and the 
Town of Galway, it may be mentioned that 66 per cent, of the total number of charges 
for the year in the first-named district, 61 per cent, of those in the second, and 48 
per cent, of those in the third come under the head of “ Drunkenness and Drunk and 

Disorderly.” . '•

there were 41 and in the preceding year 61, 36 in the East, and 25 in the West Biding of 
Cork; 13 in the North, and 13 in the South Riding of Tipperary; 18 in Limerick 
County ; and 9 in Waterford County. In Ulster there were 78 miscellaneous offences 
or 0-5 per 10,000 of the population in 1891; of these, 30 were cases of intimidation 
14 of which were in the County of Cavan. In Connaught the number of miscellaneous 
offences was 104, or 1*5 per 10,000 of the population in 1891, including 91 cases o'f 
intimidation, of which 38 were in East Galway, 18 in West Galway, and 21 in Mayo. 

For the indictable offences not disposed of summarily, there were 2,975 "persons 
apprehended, being equal to 56 per cent, of the number of offences as compared with 53 
per cent, in the previous year. 

The following summary showing the rate per 10,000 of the- estimated population in 
the middle of each year represented by the number of cases in each class of serious 
offences committed in Ireland during last year and each of the ten years preceding, with 
the average annual rates for those ten years, gives a clear view of the variations which 
have taken place during the past eleven years in the proportional number of more serious 
offences in Ireland, allowing for the estimated decrease of the population : —

This statement shows that in 1890 the number of serious crimes in proportion to the. 
estimated population was much below the average for the preceding ten years, and that 
there was a decrease in each class of such crimes. 


Compared with the year 1889, there was a decrease in each of the classes, except that 
of offences against property with violence, in which there was a slight increase, and 
the miscellaneous, the rate for which class was the same in both years, 
attempts' to A m ° re minUte consideration of Table b in the Appendix will show that there were 

murder, 19 cases of Viurders of infants, of which 8 were in Leinster, 6 in Munster, 4 in Ulster, 
wmcUn"*’ an<1 1 in Connaught. In the case of other murders there were 20 in Ireland, in 1890, as 
Ac.' 1 compared with 33 in 1889, 35 in 1888, 29 in 1887, 35 in 1886, 18 in 1885, 21 in 1884, *17 

in 1883, 40 in 1882, 40 in 1881, and 22'in 1880. Of these 20 murders, 4 were in Leinster, 
9 in Munster, 5 in Ulster, and 2 in Connaught. There was 1 murder each in Dublin 
County, Kilkenny, Limerick City, Tipperary North Biding, Waterford County, Down, 
Galway West Riding, and Leitrim; and 2 in Wicklow, Clare, Cork East Riding, 
Kerry, Belfast City, and Donegal, respectively. There were not any such murders in 
Carlow County, Drogheda Town, Dublin Metropolitan Police District, Kildare, King’s 
County, Longford, Louth, Meath, Queen’s County, Westmeath, nr Wexford' in the 
Province of Leinster ; nor in Cork West Riding, Cork City, Limerick County, Tipperary 
South Riding, or the City of Waterford, in the Province- of Munster-; nor 'in Antrim, 
Armagh, Carrickfergus Town, Cavan,. Fermanagh, Londonderry, Monaghan, or Tyrone! 
in the Province of Ulster; nor in Galway East Riding, Galway Town, MfTyo, Roscommon’, 
or Sligo, in the Province of Connaught. There were 10 attempts to murder in 1890, 
as compared with 5 in 1889, 3 in 4888, 7 in 18S7, 12 in 1886, 5 in 1885, 1 in ISSl’, 
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11 in 1883,' 35 in 1882, 19 in 1881, and 16 in 1880. There were 131 cases of shooting Pakt *• 
at wounding', stabbing, &c., with intent to do bodily harm, in 1890, compared with 114 in 

1889, 118 in 1888, 164 in 1887, 146 in 1886, 145 in 1885, 152 in 1884, 15S in 1883, 

2-32 in 1882, 246 in 1881, and 226 in 18S0. The cases of assault and injlicting bodily ‘ 

harit, were 493 compared with 505 in 1889, 666 in 1888, 619 in 1887, 720 in 1886, 642 Grime. 
in 1885, 687 in 1884, 488 in 1883, 574 in 1882, 426 in 1881, and 418 in 1880. The 
number of offences against property with violence was 389, being 81 over the number 
for the preceding year, but considerably below the average for the ten years 1880-89. 

Cases of offences against property without violence, in which there had been a decline Offence:? 
from 2,874 in 1887, 3,135 in 1S86, and an average of 3,796 for the seven years 1879-85, property 
to 2,835 in 1888, but which rose to 2,970 in 1889, fell last year to 2,419. As usual, cases 
of simple larceny form the great bulk of the crime in this class. It is also again to be 
noted that a very large proportion of this class of crime is committed in the Dublin 
Metropolitan Police District. Of the 2,419 offences against property without violence 
in Ireland, included in Table 6, no less than 1,778, or 74 per cent, were in that District, 
and of the 1,527 simple larceny cases, 1,334 occurred there ; but these numbers show a 
marked decrease as compared with the corresponding numbers for 1889. 

The classes of malicious offences against property, offences against the currency, and 
miscellaneous offences, included in Table 6, have already been sufficiently dealt with in 
the general comments on crime not determined summarily. 

In Table 7 of the Appendix details are given of the cases determined summarily, Qf 

which include those usually dealt with in police courts. summarily. 

These, as previously shown, amount to a total of 235,680, and constitute 98 per Table 7. 
cent, of the total number of criminal offences. It is also in this class that the prepon- 
derance of town over rural crime is specially noticeable. 

Among the offences disposed of summarily last year the more important are set 
out in the following statement, and a comparison instituted with each of the ten years 
preceding. 



Compared with the year 1889 there has been no appreciable change in the number of 
common assaults, but there has been an increase of 8,065 or 8'8 per cent, in cases of 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct in connexion therewith, following an increase of 
4,555, or 5 - 2 per cent, in 1889, as compared with 1888, and an increase of 8,106 or 
10-2 per cent, between 1887 and 1888. The “ Common Assaults ” for last year were 
equal to an annual rate of 53 per 10,000 of the estimated population against an average 
rate of 58 per 10,000 for the ten years 1S80-89, and the cases coming under “Drunken- 
ness and Drunk and Disorderly,” were equivalent to 214 for every 10,000 persons against 
an average rate of 175 per 10,000 of the estimated mean population ; the rate reaching 
433 per 10,000 of the (1891) population in the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, 

502 in Galway Town, 689 in the City of Limerick, and 701 in the City of Waterford. 

As these cases constitute about one half of all the cases dealt with in the police and 
Petty Sessions courts, are clearly connected with one another, and are the starting points 
of many other criminal actions, their import is very great when measuring the general 
condition of the criminal classes. 

In connexion with the statistics of drunkenness, a special return of habitual drunkards 
(Table 11, page 82) has been compiled, in continuation of a similar Return for the year TftWe X1 
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18S9 ; it gives the number of persons convicted three times or upwards of being 
“Drunk” or “Drunk and Disorderly” in 1890 (so far as known to the Police). 

The chief value of the habitual drunkenness return is in the light it throws 
upon the causes of town crime, which has been noticed as excessive. Taking the seven 
town jurisdictions outside Dublin, of Belfast, Cork, Limerick, Waterford, Galway, 
Drogheda, and Carrickfergus, with (in 1891) an aggregate population of 428,000, the 
habitual drunkards were 862, or 20 -1 per 10,000 of the population. In the rest of 
Ireland, outside the Metropolitan district, with a population of 3,916,000, the number 
was only 2,172, or 5 ‘5 in the 10,000. In the Dublin Metropolitan Police District, with 
a population of 362,000, the number was 204, or 5 ‘6 per 10,000 population. Compared 
with 1889 there was a decrease in the number in Dublin, Limerick, Carrickfergus, and 
Galway, the number for Drogheda, shows no variation, and there was an increase in each 
of the other town jurisdictions. In the rest of Ireland there was an increase, from 1,959 
to 2,172. In all Ireland, there was an increase of 372 — viz., from 2,866 to 3,23S. Of 
this total, 2,480 were convictions three times and less than five times, 687 five times 
and less than ten times, and 71 ten times and upwards. It will be observed from 
Table 7 that the number of cases of “illegally selling intoxicating drinks” fell from 
2,920 in 1889 to 2,780 in 1890. 

Cases of cruelty to animals were 2,157 in 1889, and 2,412 in 1890. Offences against 
Local Acts and Borough Bylaws show a decrease, from 22,430 in 1889, to 19,406 in 
1890, following an increase of 2,216 in 1889: the 19,406 cases for last year include 
13,331 cases in the Dublin Metropolitan Police district. The number of offences against 
the Public Health and Nuisances Removal Acts, was 3,697, or 24 more than in 1889 : 
of the 3,697 charges under these Acts, 3,098 were in the Dublin Metropolitan district. 
In a considerable number of districts no offences against these Acts were recorded. 
Cases of unlawful possession of stolen goods show a decrease of 126, the number for 
1889 being 1,082, and that for last year 956. The offences against the Highway Act, 
including Nuisances on Public Roads, were 13,010 in 1889, and 13,855 in 1890. The 
other statistics given in Table 7 do not call for any special remark, but, nevertheless, 
contain many items of considerable interest. 

As already indicated, the cases under, the Criminal Law and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 
1887, are not included in Table 7, but the number of persons proceeded against under 
this Act during the year, the nature of the offences, and the result of the proceedings 
are set forth in detail in Tables 12, 13, and 14, pp. 83-5. The total number of persons 
proceeded against during the year was 531, or 308 under the number for the year 
1889. Of those proceeded against last year 139 were discharged and 392 convicted. 
There were 67 Appeals with the result that in 26 instances the decision of the Court 
below was affirmed, in 8 the sentence was reduced, and in the remaining 33 the decision 
appealed against was reversed. 


CHAPTER II. -MODES OF PROCEDURE FOR PUNISHING CRIME. 

The Police act as public prosecutors in the great majority of cases in Ireland. In 
minor cases they undertake the sole duty of prosecuting, and in most of the more 
serious offences the preliminary proceedings are instituted by them. In all the counties 
of Ireland, except the County and City of Dublin and the Counties of Carlow, Cavan, 
Down, Galway, Kildare, Longford, Mayo, Monaghan, and Queen’s County, there are 
two Crown Solicitors, one of whom deals with cases at Quarter Sessions, the other with 
the more serious cases which come before the Judges at Assizes. 

Coroners’ Counts still deal with cases where criminal offences are involved, and Coroners’ 
Juries frequently find verdicts implicating or exonerating certain persons in cases of 
homicide, See. It is not, however, the custom now to bring prisoners charged with 
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homicide, &c., before Coroners’ Courts, and in a large number of cases the finding of Part!' 
the Jury relates merely to the cause of death. Statistics. 

A special feature in the administration of Criminal Law in Ireland is the proclamation Chapter II. 
of certain Districts under special Acts of Parliament. The following is a general statement P rocedu re. 
relating to these Special Acts and the extent of their application in Ireland during the 
past year. 

Under the Act 6 Wm. IV., chap. 13, the following counties were proclaimed as D r ^ 1 r ^ ed 
requiring additional Police at the end of 1889 Clare, Cork, Galway, Kerry, Leitrim, unde?™ 
Limerick, Mayo, Roscommon, Tipperary, and Westmeath, as also were portions 0 f s P ecml ^ cts - 
the counties of Sligo and Waterford. 16, 17, 18. 

Under the Peace Preservation (Ireland) Act,. 1881, as continued and amended by 
the Peace Preservation (Ireland) Continuance Act, 1886, and the Criminal Law and 
Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887, two provinces, viz., Munster and Connaught; all of 
the province of Leinster except the Counties of Louth and Wicklow and the City of 
Kilkenny ; and the City of Belfast, the City of Londonderry, and parts of the Counties 
of Armagh, Donegal, and Monaghan were, at the end of 1890, under the operation of 
Proclamations in Council prohibiting the carrying or having of arms, &c. In Ulster 
the prohibition against carrying arms included the Counties of Cavan, Fermanagh, and 
Monaghan, one Barony in Down, and five Baronies in Tyrone. 

On the 31st December, 1890, two Cities, three Counties, and portions of three other Criminal 
Counties were subject to Proclamations under Sections 1,2, 3, 4, of the Criminal Law p roce( j ure 
and Procedure (Ireland) Act, 1887 ; thirteen Counties and portion of one other County C^land^ 
to Proclamations under Sections 1, 3, and 4, and Section 2, Sub-section 3 ; one City to Tables 12, 
Proclamations under Glauses 2, 3, and 4 ; three Counties to Proclamations under 13, 14, 18. 
Sections 3 and 4 and Clauses B and C, Section 2, Sub-section 3'; "t^o Civic Districts 
to Proclamations under Sections 3 and 4 and Clause C, Section 2, Sub-section 3 ; 
one County to Proclamations under Section 1 and- Clauses B and C, Section 2, Sub- 
section 3 ; one County to Proclamations under Section 3 and Clauses B and C, Section 2, 
Sub-section 3 ; one Civic District (the Metropolitan Police District) to Proclamations 
under Section 1 and Clause C, Section 2, Sub-section 3 ; portions of nine Counties to 
Proclamations under Section 2 ; nine Counties to Proclamations under Clauses B and C, 

Section 2, Sub-section 3 ; and five Civic Districts to Proclamations under Clause C, 

Section 2, Sub-section 3. At the same date two Counties, and portions of eleven other 
Counties, were subject to Orders in. Council under Section 7 of the Act. 

Of 2,975 persons apprehended in 1890 for offences punishable after indictment and ^sutaof 
trial by jury, 1,072, or 36'0 percent., were discharged; 126, or 4 ‘3 per cent, were bailed j^ qu i iy as y 
or committed in default of finding bail pending further examination ; and 1,777, or ^ e ^ es - 
59*7 per cent., were committed for trial or admitted to bail pending trial. 

The result of proceedings at Assizes, Commissions, and Quarter Sessions in 1890, gj«P° s f al of 
regarding 377 persons committed for trial was that in 161 cases no bill was found by indictment 
•the Grand Jury, in 135 cases no prosecution took place, and in 81 bail was accepted, ^ rand 
and the cases not tried. In addition to those bailed and not tried, or where there Table 25. 
was no prosecution, there were 37 cases in which trials were postponed. 

Of 1,647 persons tried by jury in 1890, 440, or 267 per cent, were acquitted ; besides p ers P on3 
14, or 0-9 per cent, who were found insane or acquitted on the ground of insanity, tried by 
1,193, or 72-4 per cent, were convicted. Table 25 .

From this table it appears that there was a decrease of 14 in the number of children 
on the rolls of Reformatory Schools in Ireland at the end of 1890, as compared with the 
close of the preceding year. There were 19 less in the schools under sentence ; and 8 
more on licence. One of those on the rolls was in prison at the close of the year. One 
girl was being retained in school (with her own consent), after sentence had expired, until 
provided with; employment : at the end of the preceding year, also, one girl was so 
retained. Two: of those on the rolls at the close of 1890 had absconded, with sentence un- 
expired, being a decrease of 4 as compared with the number under this heading in 1889. 

The total number on the rolls at the close of the year 1890 was 816 (698 boys and 
only 118 girls) : the number committed during the year was 146 — 127 boys and 19 girls — 
showing a decrease of 31 as compared with the committals for the preceding year, and 
76 under the number for the year 1888.

The want of education is seen from this summary, which shows that 34 - 6 per cent- 
of the boys were wholly uneducated ; only 12-6 per cent, could read and write well, 
while the remainder, 52*8 per cent., had received a small amount of education ; and 
that of the 19 girls admitted, none could read and write well. 

Industrial Schools. 

The institutions in. which the largest number of persons were in custody at the end of 
the year were Industrial Schools. 

The total number of Industrial Schools in .1890 was 71, being the same as the 
number in 1889. Of the 71 schools 28 were in Munster, 19 in Leinster, 13 in 
Connaught, and 11 in Ulster.

The Tables in this part include Statistics relating to the Civil Jurisdiction of all 
Courts in Ireland. Tables. 

The Courts and Offices are divided into those which relate to the Central Adminis- 
tration of Justice, and those which relate to the Local Administration of Justice. 

The latter are classified into larger and smaller District Administration of Justice, 
according to the size of the districts into which Ireland is divided for the Special 
Jurisdiction. 


I.— CENTRAL ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The Central Administration of Justice includes the High Court of Justice, which 
consists of four divisions— Chancery, Queen’s Bench, Exchequer, and the Probate and 
Matrimonial Division. 

There are three outlying Courts :-The Court of the Land Commission, the High 
Court of Admiralty, and the Court of Bankruptcy. Under the Local Bancykrupt 
(Ireland) Act, 1888 (51 & 52 Vic., cap. 44), which came into operation on 1st January, 
1889, Local Bankruptcy Courts were established in Belfast and Cork. Tables containing 
details of the business: in these' Courts ate given in the Appendix:. 

The Central Appellate Jurisdictions, viz., Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal, Ireland ; 
Court for Crown Cases Reserved ; Court for Cases Reserved for Judges of the Queen s 
Bench and Exchequer Divisions; the Privy Council in Ireland; Her Majesty m 
Council ; and the House of Lords ; have been grouped along with the other Central 
Jurisdictions, as they are closely connected with them. 

The chief business of the Queen’s Bench and Exchequer Divisions (the proceedings at 
the Plea side) is given in consecutive tables. ; The Statistics regarding the exclusive 
jurisdiction of each of the divisions s-at the Crown side of the Queen’s Bench, as to 
election petitions and acknowledgments of married women in the same division, and at 
the Revenue side 'of the Exchequer, are given last, as the business is so small, compared 
with that, transacted on the Plea side of these divisions.

The Lord Chancellor made 14 orders on Petitions as to Commissioners for 
administering oaths for the High Court of J ustice.

This has been done 
to produce tables comparable with those in the English returns. 

The total number of writs of summons for the two divisions showed a decrease 
of 1,269 from 17,843 in 1889, to 16,574 following a decrease of 3,608 in 1889 as com. 
pared with 1888. The number of cases which actually came to trial by jury in Dublin 
in 1890 was 291, being 29 over the number in 1889 ; the amount of money recovered 
at these trials shows an increase from £26,061 in 1889, to £27,757 in 1890.

The figures in the above table show a decrease of business in some branches of the 
office and an increase in others. The number of Judgments registered has fallen from 
2,789 in 1889, to 2,381 in 1890. 

In the latter part of 1888 the compulsory registration of Recognizances, as a charge 
against Real Estate was dispensed with, unless specially ordered. 

None of the Judgments registered in 1890 were obtained before 15th July, 1850

The total number of estates or properties, the titles to which have been recorded in Record 0 f 
the Record of Title Office since its establishment in 1865, under Stat. 28 & 29 Viet., ™* 0 ° 5 ® ce - 
c. 88, sec. 67, is 784. The total value is stated to be £2,419,631. 

There was no application in the year ended 1st November, 1890, to record land under 
the 51st section of the Act. There were 2 new estates recorded in the Record of Title 
Office during the year, in each case the value was between £1,000 and £10,000. There 
were not any proceedings under the Land Debentures Act, 1865. 

Bills of Sale are registered by the Master of the Queen’s Bench Division, and 
included in his return of business at the Plea side. They are grouped here with 
other offices of registration. The number of bills of sale was 373, as compared 
with 445 in 1889, and 519 in 1888. 

The number of deeds registered in the Registry of Deeds Office in the year was 18,133, of

During the year 29 appeals from final judgments from Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice were heard and judgment delivered by Her Majesty’s Court of Appeal in Ireland, 
16 of which Appeals were from the Chancery Division, 6 from the Queen’s Bench, 6 
from the Exchequer, and 1 from the Probate and Matrimonial Causes Division. 
There were 50 appeals from interlocutory orders from Divisions of the High Court of 
Justice heard, viz. : — 10 from the Chancery Division, 21 from the Queen’s Bench, and 
19 from the Exchequer Division. Seventy-seven appeals from other Judges or Courts 
were heard, 3 of which were from the Judges in Bankruptcy, 61 were Registry of Yoters 
Appeals, 12 were appeals from the Irish Land Commission, and 1 was under the 
County Court Appeals (Ireland) Act, 1889. There were also 11 original motions heard. 
The Judgments delivered were 157. In 101 of these the Judgment below was affirmed; 
in 44 it was reversed; in 4 reversed with declaration, direction, or finding; and in 8 
cases varied. 

There were 11 applications to the Privy Council in Ireland for confirmation of 
Provisional Orders made in pursuance of the “Labourers (Ireland) Acts, 1883 to 
1886,” and 2 such applications remained over from 1889 ; in 3 cases the Orders were 
confirmed, in 6 disallowed or varied, and 4 cases were pending at the close of the year. 
There were also before the Council 12 applications under the “ Tramways (Ireland) 
Acts, 1860 to 1890 ”; 15 objections to Schemes framed in pursuance of the “Educational 
Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885 ” ; 2 Petitions under the Fishery (Ireland) Acts, and 
1 application under the Ballot Act, 1872.

number of other civil bills, 156,794, as, compared with 167,730 in 1889, 199,689 in 1888, 
211,403 in 1887, 214,823 in 1886; 226,153 in 1885, 236,594 in 1884, 231,762 in 1883, 
220,943 in 18S2, 240,366 in 1881, and 289,358 in 1880. 

The statistics of proceedings (other than at Equity or Land Sessions, or under Local 
Admiralty Jurisdiction Act, or the Local Bankruptcy (Ireland) Act, 1888), in the 
Courts of County Court Judges and Courts of Recorders whether ejectments, causes 
remitted from the Superior Courts, or other suits, have been collected into one Table. 

In ejectments entered there was a decrease of 1,641 in 1890, following a decrease of 
6,909 in 1889, and an increase of 5,663 in 1888.

In cases remitted from the Superior Courts which were entered below there 
was an increase from 277 in 1889 to 341 in 1890; in 1888 the number was 312. In

. following a decrease of 12,477 between 1888 and 1889. There were only 129 cases 
disposed of by a jury. 

The amount decreed in the Civil Bill Courts in 1890 was £299,060 in ejectment 
cases, and £283,848 in’ other suits, making £582,908.* Compared with 1889, the 
amount decreed in ejectment cases shows a decrease of £57,747 and the amount decreed 
in other suits a decrease of £41,478. The costs adjudged to plaintiffs amounted to 
£49;635, being £6,996 under the amount in 1889. Of these costs, £18,001 was in 
ejectment cases, and £31,634 in other suits. 

The Equitable Jurisdiction cases for 1890 (exclusive of Lunacy Proceedings), were 790 
as compared ’with 760 cases for 1889. 

In County Court Lunacy Cases, under the jurisdiction conferred by the Lunacy Act 
of 1880, there were 42 orders made.

The ejectments executed show a decrease of 34 — from 3,361 in 1880 to 3,327 last 
year, following an increase of 358 in 1S89 as compared with 18S8. 

In the ejectments from the High Court which were executed the total number (493) 
was 107 under that for 1S89 and 1888 respectively, which was 186 below the number 
for 1887, following a decrease of 145 in 1887, an increase of 246 in 18S6, a decrease 
of 200 in 1885, a decrease of 101 in 1884, a decrease of 421 in 18S3, and increases in 
each of the three preceding years, viz. — 56 in 1882, 446 in 1881, and 49 in 1880. 

The County Court Ejectment Suits entered and lodged increased from 9,856 in 1880, 
to 11,772 in 1881, and to 16,835 in 1882 ; fell to 14,744 in 1883, rose to 15,873 in 1884, 
fell to 12,870 in 1885, rose to 16,911 in 1886, fell to 16,680 in 1887, rose to 22,343 
in 1888, fell to 15,434 in 1889, and to 13,793 last year, the last number showing a 
compared, decrease of 1,641 as compared with that for 1889. 

The executions of County Court ejectments show an increase of 73 — from 2,761 in 
1889 to 2,834 in 1890. The number for 1889 was 358 over that for 1888. 

The total number of Eviction Notices filed during the year 1890, under Section 7 of 
the Land Law (Ireland) Act, 1887, was 5,932, being 599 under the number for 1889. 
Of the 5,932 notices last year, 230 were filed in the High Court of Justice, and 5,702 
in County Courts.

It appears from this table that the average gross amount awarded, without deducting 
allowances for set-off to landlord, for dilapidation, rent, &c„ was £138, as compared with, 
£281 in 1889. Four of the decrees were in Leinster, for amounts averaging £60, 
two in Munster for sums averaging £351, and one (for £13) in Ulster. In 18S9 there 
were eight decrees in Munster, and one in Ulster, but none in Leinster or Connaught. 

The total amount claimed in cases where decrees were made (exclusive of four case3 
in the County of Dublin, where no specific sum was claimed) was £3,098, and, as already 
stated the total amount decreed, was £963 of which £241 was in the four Dublin 
cases. ’ In 1889 the sum decreed was £2,525, or 49 per cent, of the amount claimed in 
those cases where decrees were made. Of the three cases other than those in Dublin, 
in which decrees were obtained last year, two were in Waterford, the amount claimed 
being £3,054, and the amount decreed £709 ; and the other in Down, the amount 
claimed being £44, and the amount decreed £13. 


CouttT of the Irish Land Commission. 

The Commissioners appointed under tbe Land Law (Ireland) Acts, 18S1 and 1887, have 
many functions of a judicial character, therefore it is necessary in this Eeport to refer to Co “.°” 
the judicial portion of their proceedings, and it is convenient here to refer to the subject, T — ‘ 
as they are somewhat allied to those under the Act of 1870— dealt with above— and 
are mainly determined in the Courts of thefSub-Commissions which are most properly 
dealt with as part of the local administration of justice. 

It is unnecessary to give here a detailed account of the business of the Court of the

The number of appeals from Magistrates heard at Quarter Sessions, as appears from 
the above figures, was 47 more in 1890 than in 1889. There had been a decrease of 
130 in 1889, an increase of 160 in 1888, an increase of 24 in 1887, and a decrease of 87 
in 1886.
